Subject was approached indirectly by WIENINGER when he (Subject) was 
in Landesgerich jail, to work for the British, and was offered 100,000 
schillings bail by WXENINGER’s British employers. Subject has been 
instructed to keep up his acquaintance with WIENINGER and to attempt 
to penetrate latter's activities. 

WENDER Is mentioned in the detailed interrogation reports 
of NOHL and ROTTER. He informed ROTTER in a conversation that 
a Russian unit was looking for WIENINGER with regard to the 
GEFRORNER-SCHWARTZ deal . After WENDER' s release from prison 
(he was arrested in August 1944) he lived in GEFRORNER's apart- 
ment and was arrested by the Russians while they were looking 
for GEFRORNER. WENDER then worked for this Russian unit from 
April to July 1945, in Vienna, St Poelton and Amstetten. 0n^, Du(? , 
day WENDER met ROTTER in the street and told her that WIENINGer 
was in safety in upper Austria. WENDER had a card in English 
and German indicating that he was working for the American Red 
Cross in Vienna; he had moved from GEFRORNER's apartment.
